AGAINST FLAMES

Columbus, O.,'Sept. 25—Report 


made today to the Ohio defens< 
council by State Fire Marshal T. A 
Fleming, show conclusively, accoid 
J^Jto * report of the council, tha 
tf**rman sympathizers In Ohio have 
carried the depredations even to the 
wheatfields of the state. 


Mr. Fleming showed to the de 


fense council reports made by his 
deputies in a northwestern 
Ohio 


county, where pro-German feeling 
has been alleged to exist before, le- 
v'ealing that "fire bugs" on the 
morning of September 17, set fire 
to two grain elevators—one of them 
adjoining a barn filled with gram 
and 10 acres of oats, the other within 
100 feet of a barn filled with grain 
and a large haystack. 


As a result of these investigation? 


and revelations resulting from them. 
Mr. Fleming today issued an appeal 
approved by the Ohio defense coun- 
cil, asking farmers and farm-owners 
to take further precautions against 
fire hazards. 
He said: 


"What is necessary now is eternal 


vigilance, 
loyalty

thorough inspection of water supply. 
and 
private 
fire protection. 
No 


plant or repository should be left un- 
guarded or misguarded. 


"It makes no difference whether 


your grain is stored in a ramshackle 
elevator of ancient type or in one 
of modern construction, the danger 
of fire, or worse, is always present *' 


Mr. Fleming designated parts of 


the state where pro-German feeling 
is said to have manifested itself as 
"hot beds of the pro-German ele- 
meny and expressed the opinion 
that alien enemies "are watching the 
chance to destroy our food stuffs" 
and "every grain repository in Ohio 
must be guarded." 


Mr. Fleming showed the defense 


council reports by his deputies in a 
northwestern Ohio county where pro- 
German feelings has been manifested 
before, revealing that alleged 
fire 


bugs on the morning of September 
17 set fire to two grain elevators— 
one of them adjoining a barn filled 
with grain and 10 acres of oats, and 
the other within 100 feet of a barn 
filled with grain and a large stra^v- 
stack. 


"My own personal opinion," said the 


deputy making the report, "is thit 
this locality is a hotbed of the pro- 
German element, and I believe the 
object was to destroy machines and 
threshed grain in barns and to spoil 
the fields " 


As the result of these revelations 


Mr. Fleming todav issued an appeal 
to all handlers of grain to watch for 
fire and to carry out all fire orders 
made by the state fire marshal's of- 
fice.

FARMERS TO GUARD 


AGAINST FLAMES

Columbus, CK.'Sept. 25—Reports 


made today to the Ohio defense 
council by State Fire Marshal T. A 
Fleming, show conclusively, accord- 
l««Ctp a report of the council, that 
Oerman sympathizers in Ohio have 
carried the depredations even to the 
wbeatfields of the state. 


Mr. Fleming showed to the de- 


fense council reports made by his 
deputies in a northwestern Ohio 
county, where pro-German feeling 
has been alleged to exist before, re- 
vealing that "fire bugs" on the 
morning of September 17, set fire 
to two grain elevators—one of them 
adjoining a barn filled "with grain 
and 10 acres of oats, the other within 
100 feet of a barn filled with grain 
and a large haystack. 


As a result of these investigation? 


and revelations resulting from them. 
Mr. Fleming today issued an appeal 
approved by the Ohio defense coun- 
cil, asking farmers and farm-owners 
to take further precautions against 
fire hazards. 
He said: 


"AVhat is necessary now is eternal 


vigilance, 
loyalty 
of 
workmen. 


thorough inspection of water supply. 
and 
private 
fire protection. 
No 


plant or repository should be left un- 
guarded or misguarded. 


"It makes no difference whether 


your grain is stored in a ramshackle 
elevator of ancient type or in one 
of modern construction, the danger 
of fire, or worse, is always present." 


Mr. Fleming designated parts of 


the state where pro-German feeling 
is said to have manifested itself as 
"hot beds of the pro-German ele- 
ment,." and expressed the opinion 
that alien enemies "are watching the 
chance to destroy our food stuffs" 
and "every grain repository in Ohio 
must be guarded." 


Mr. Fleming showed the defense 


council reports by his deputies in a 
northwestern Ohio county where pro- 
German feelings has been manifested 
before, revealing that alleged 
fire 


bugs on the morning of September 
17 set fire to two grain elevators— 
one of them adjoining a barn filled 
with grain and 10 acres of oats, and 
the other within 100 feet of a barn 
filled with grain and a large straw- 
stack. 


"My own personal opinion," said the 


deputy making the report, "is thit 
this locality is a hotbed of the pro- 
German element, and I believe the 
object was to destroy machines and 
threshed gram in barns and to spoil 
the fields" 


As the result of these revelations. 


Mr. Fleming today issued an appeal 
to all handlers of grain to watch for 
fire and to carry out all fire orders 
made by the state fire marshal's of- 
fice. 


"The time for tie work of anti- 


American plotters is at hand," said 
the appeal.

spot where a heavy bomb landed 
squarely m the middle of the street 
a hole four feet deep was torn in the 
pavement. The spot was fenced off 
and men were at work repairing the 
pavement. 
The concussion of this 


t»omb broke glass over several acres, 
including windows in 
neighboring 


iotels in which are many Americans, 
Canadians and Australians. 


Only three persons were willed bv 


Ihis explosion. 
All of them 
were 


standing in a doorway watching the 
explosion of shrapnel overhead. 
In 


this district about half a dozen per- 
sons were wounded, mostly by breaK- 
ing glass. Wagon 
loads of glass 


were swept up from the pavements 
and carried away early in the morn- 
ing.

Jt would call for a charge of 
first degree murder." 


He then

state's theory that Means killed the 
woman and said. 


"The slate has no direct evidence

William H. 


Burmeister, of the cororner's office 
In Chicago and Dr. Otto Schultze'of 
District Attorney Swann's office in 
New York. Both of them after qual- 
ifying, gave their opinion that it 
would have been a physicial impossi- 
bility for Mrs King to have shot 
herself in thfc back of the head. 


"The state has not shown that the 


pistol wh'ch killed Mrs. Kin? was in 
the hands of the defendant 
when

gan to analyze the testimony of Dr. 
Buimeister. taking issue with him 
on his findings. 


Dr. Burmeister based his whole 


case on the fact that he found no 
powder burns. Mr. Osborne claimed

Dr. Schultze. bv his experiments 


came to the conclusion tfiat the wo- 
man could not have 
killed herself 
consideralion.

much will of course be said about 
the patriotic duty of subscribing. 
This is all true and good stuff. Yet 
many of our shrewdest bankers are 
urging their clients to buy Liberty 
bonds, as the very best investment 
in the market. 
It's certainly a phenomenal thing 
that the bonds of the United States 


•^government, the best security 
on 


~eartfr» should sell to net four 
per 


cent.s"^vtXe_r before has such a thing 
happenedT^Ttere^h^e^i^? many 
times"when two per centDona 
be floated at par by the government. 
The United States 
Panama 
canal 
bonds sold a few months ago, before 
the war broke out, for a premium of 
two to four per cent. Any they pay 
only three per cent. 
Conditions in the security market 


now are wholly abnormal, and can't 
last after the war. European inves- 
tors have been unloading on us their 
American securities, as they wanted 
the money to put into their own gov- 
ernment issues. Our people have had 
to dig money out x>f all kinds of in- 
vestments to buy back our securities 
held abroad. This has reduced the 
price of everything, 
ernment bonds. 


including gov- 


In the face of this selling move- 
ment, the first Liberty loan has sold 
for but a few cents under par. 
It 
seems as certain as anything in busi- 
ness can be, that after the war these 
bonds will go up. If under normal 
conditions, a three per cent 
bond 
sells at 102 to 104, a four per cent 
bond should bring a good deal more 
than that. 


Here then is a chance to get in- 
terest that is higher than, many-sav- 
ings banks used to pay, and at the 
same time a practical certainty that 
the value of the principal will ad- 
vance' within a very few years. Usu- 
ally when you speculate, yon must 
take risks. Here is a chance to get 
the advantage of speculation with- 
out taking any risk. It should not 
be necessary to work the patriotic

SOLDIER INSURANCE. 


One of the uses to which it Is pro- 
posed to devote part of the proceeds 
of Liberty loan bonds Is to afford to 
our soldiers and sailors life and in- 
demnity insurance 
for allowances to 


and to provide 
their dependent 


families while they are in the ranks. 
On this point Secretary McAdoo of 
the treasury, whose plan of insurance 
tor our fighting men was endorsed 
by President Wilson and is now em- 
bodied in a law pending before con- 
gress, says: 
"Every soldier and sailor who 


serves his country In this war will 
earn everything the proposed war in- 
surance bill provides; to be a bene- 
ficiary of the proposed law will be a 
badge of honor. 
"When we draft a wage-earner, 


we call not only him but the entire 
family to the flag; the sacrifice en- 
tailed is not divisible. The wife and 
children, the mother, the father, are 
all involved in the sacrifice — they di- 
rectly bear the burden of defense. 
They suffer just as much as the sol- 
dier, but in a different way, and the 
nation must generously discharge as 
a proud privilege the duty of main- 
taining them until the soldiers and 
sailors return from the war and re- 
sume the responsibility. 
We have drawn the sword to vin- 


dicate America's violated rights, to 
restore peace and justice, and to se- 
cure the progress of civilization. 
We- cannot permit our soldiers, while 
they hold the front, to be stabbed in 
the back by uncertainty as to what 
is being done tor their loved ones at 


President Wilson on several oc- 


casions, notably In his war message 
of April 2 and In his reply to the 
>eace note of the pope, ha* called 
attention to the fact that no peace 
an bo maintained with the Imperial 
German government; that no auto- 
cratlc government auch as it can be 
rusted to keep faith! that only free 
people can hold their purpose and 
heir honor steady to a common 
teed, and prefer the interest of man- 
cind to any narrow interest of their 
own.The president was only restating

A railroad man says that never in 


his experience 'has he seen condi- 
tions on the railroads so tied up as 
the> ar3 at 
this 
present 
time. 
Freight trains are 
slow 
coming 
through that many 
manufacturers 


send all their smaller deliveries by 
express. 
Freight and express business calls 


for strong and husky men, so it is 
performed largely by young men. It 
takes a fellow with some elasticity 
of muscle to handle big boxes. 
Now ccmes the draft and calls out 
a big share of these vigorous joung 
men, 
depleting the freight and ex- 


press terminals. 
Meanwhile a big 
share of the young men from offices, 
factories, and stores, who live 
der conditions 
not conducive 
physical strength, are escaping ser- 
vice, since the exemption 
hoards 


won't pass them on account of phys- 
ical disability. This leaves the rail- 
roads terribly handicapped in -trying 
to handle the enormous strain of

They are essential not only for mass 
singing, but for mass instruction and 
communal meetings. My experience 
has amply demonstrated the vital im- 
pertance of such assemblages. 


To establish this work the Camp 


TJpton Army Recreation fund will be 
established by Mr. Barnbart's asso- 
ciates, and I will start the same by giv- 
ing each xoklirr In camp the opportu- 
nity of contributing not more than $1.

If America were bone dry capital 


amounting to more than $1,000,000,000 
would suddenly have to seek other oc- 
cupation, according to the World's 
Work, from which also the following 
figures are taken: 


More than 200,000 employees of 


breweries, distilleries, saloons, etc., 
would have to seek other jobs, and the 
wages on which 1,000,000 American 
lives depend would cease. 


Besides the 1^500 breweries and 650 


distilleries that would nave to close 
their doors, manufacturers of and deal- 
ers in barrels, staves, corks,, bottles, 
beer pumps, bores, kegs, cigars, bar 
fixtures, motor trucks and many other 
businesses would sutler incalculable 


The .railroads would lose 7,000,000 


tons, of freight annually. 


The federal government would lose 


$262,000,000 annual revenue, the states

Tears 1915-16-about $1,000,000,000- 
would be about $200,000,000 short of 
enough to buy out the stock and equip, 
ment of die country's liquor inter- 
ests. 


The grain used in making beer and 


whisky in one year would make 4.000,- 
000,090 loaves of bread. 


The rye, corn and rice so used would 


feed 76,000,000 persons for 100 days.
